NATURE NOTES 


"Among thy woodlands shady noon 
The Primrose wanly comes." 
John Clare. 

Primroses come in two forms, the "Thrum-eyed" and the 
"pDin-eyed". In the thrum-eyed form, the stamens (the 
pollen bearing pads) are attached near the mouth of the 
tube which reaches down into the centre of the flower. 
In the pin-eyed form the stamens are attached lower down 
the tube out of sight. This makes self-pollination more 
difficult and helps to strengthen the species. 
So it is well worth looking at primroses, but try not to 
pick too many. 


In parts of England it was considered unlucky to bring 
fewer than thirteen primroses into the house, and a single 
one heralded a death in the family. Hanging a bunch of 
primroses in the barn or cowshed kept the witches away. 
One of Spring's first hedgerow flowers, it must always 
have been a welcome sight to see the primroses in the 
lanes and woodlands.
